Fifty Sherlock Holmes works published be- 
fore 1923 by Sir Arthur Conan Doyle are in the 
public domain and may be referred to freely 
without paying licensing fees to the Scottish 
writer’s estate, a U.S. appeals court in Chicago 
ruled Monday 

The 7 th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals said 
U.S. copyright law did not cover earlier works 
depicting the brilliant detective, including 
references to Holmes, his sidekick Dr. Wat- 
son, his arch-enemy Professor Moriarty 221B 
Baker Street and even Holmes’ cocaine use. 

Writing for a three-judge panel. Circuit 
Judge Richard Posner said there was no basis 
to extend U.S. copyrights beyond their expira- 
tion. 

He said only Conan Doyle’s last 10 Holmes 
works, which were published between 1923 
and 1927 and have copyrights expiring after 
95 years, deserved protection. Conan Doyle 
died in 1930. 

“When a story falls into the public domain, 
story elements— including characters cov- 
ered by the expired copyright— become fair 
game for follow-on authors,” Posner wrote. 


To rule for the estate, he said, would en- 
courage authors to write more stories with old 
characters. “The effect would be to discour- 
age creativity,” he wrote. 

The decision was a victory for Leslie 
Klinger, editor of “The New Annotated Sher- 
lock Holmes” and other Holmes books. 

Klinger had paid the estate a $5,000 licens- 
ing fee for a prior work but sued after refusing 
to pay another fee for a compendium of new 
Holmes stories that he and co-editor Laurie 
King were editing, “In the Company of Sher- 
lock Holmes.” 

Their publisher Pegasus Books, refused 
to publish the work after the Conan Doyle 


estate threatened to stop sales by Amazon, 
com and Barnes & Noble unless it received 
another fee. 

Monday’s decision upheld a December 
2013 ruling by U.S. District Judge Ruben Cas- 
tillo in Chicago. 

“I am very very pleased,” Klinger said in an 
interview “The urge to publish more comes 
from the love for the first 60 stories, and peo- 
ple should be encouraged to create more.” He 
said he hoped to publish the compendium in 
November. 

Benjamin Allison, a lawyer for the Conan 
Doyle estate, said no decision has been made 
on an appeal and that it remained to be seen 


how Klinger and others can use the author’s 
characters without using the “full expression” 
of those characters. 

The last 10 Holmes works introduced such 
details as Watson’s second wife and Holmes’ 
retirement from his detective agency 

“Many aspects of Holmes’ character, such 
as his growing friendship with Watson and 
his human warmth, were created in the last 
10 stories and remain protected by copy- 
right,” Allison said in an interview 
Jonathan Kirsch, a lawyer for Klinger, said 
he was gratified by the decision. “Copyright 
begins and ends, and cannot be extended in- 
definitely” he said.

CHICAGO-AREA IRAQ 
VETS HAVE MIXED 
FEELINGS ABOUT 
RENEWED MILITARY 
INVOLVEMENT

As attacks by Sunni Muslim militants threat- 
en the stability of Iraq’s U.S.-backed govern- 
ment, Chicago-area veterans who served 
there over the past decade are expressing 
mixed emotions about the potential for in- 
creased U.S. involvement in the region. 

The shaky status of the current Iraqi gov- 
ernment also has led some veterans to ques- 
tion the meaning of their service there, while 
others say they retain hope that their sacrifice 
was not in vain. 

Issac Macias, 29, of Brighton Park, was de- 
ployed to Iraq in 2006, shortly after he joined 
the Navy 

“I have mixed feelings,” Macias said. “Ev- 
erything we did, all the man-hours we put in. 
It goes down the drain in a couple of days.” 

Twenty-one years old at the time he de- 
ployed, Macias said he was grateful that his 
parents were able to emigrate from Mexico 
and Honduras and he wanted to give back. The 
mission in Iraq, he felt, was humanitarian. 

“We are a big country, and I felt like it 
was a humanitarian mission to stop a tyrant, 
Saddam Hussein, from killing people with 
chemicals and torturing,” Macias said. “We 
did everything we could. We helped them. 
We showed them everything.” 

His transition to civilian life was difficult. 
The recent news has made the processing 
even more difficult. 

“It’s been kind of sad but expected,” he said. 

Sgt. ist Class Brian Jones, 43, of Arlington 
Heights, joined 
the Army out of 
high school, and 
turned 18 in basic 
training. 

“It’s what my 
heart wanted to 
do,” said Jones, 
who retired two 
years ago. 

After an ini- 
tial push to get to Baghdad and take over the 
airport as part of Operation Iraqi Freedom in 
2003, Jones’ unit was stationed at Baghdad 
University for several months, he said, where 
the soldiers monitored the streets in order to 
maintain a military presence and stability 

Half of the civilians supported them, he 


said. The other half of Iraqi civilians yelled in 
their faces and threw trash at them. 

“It was stressful,” Jones said. “Every time 
we had to go out, everybody was always ner- 
vous.” 

Jones avoids reading or watching the news 
and tries not to share his opinion of the war, 
saying it brings up bad memories. When the 
conflict came to an official end in 2011, Jones 
said he had a feeling that it was not truly over. 
He believes that the U.S. military pulled out 
too soon, but that it’s too late to go back. Still, 
he said, he feels that his work there was justi- 
fied. 

“It doesn’t change my opinion at all. I know 
we were there for a reason, and I’m still OK 
with why we went over there,” Jones said. “We 
had to change the way things were going over 
there. It needed to be done.” 

The twin towers fell during the second 


week of Alejandro Villatoro’s boot camp 
training, he said. Villatoro, 31, grew up in Lin- 
coln Square and said he joined the Army Re- 
serves in 2000 for lack of better options out 
of high school. 

“Initially when I joined, I have to be hon- 
est, it was for self interest, but I think there 


was a sense of unification {after 9/11},” Villa- 
toro said. “It wasn’t games anymore. We had 
a mission, and we had an enemy and we had 
a purpose.” 

He was deployed to Iraq in August 2010, 
and four in his unit of 150 were wounded and 
one died, he said. He said his sense of purpose 
changed into disillusionment. 

‘As we invaded Iraq, and as the weeks went 
by ... there were no signs of weapons of mass 
destruction. There were no terrorist training 
camps. There were not even insurgents re- 
lated or affiliated with the al-Qaida organiza- 
tion, so there was a lot of disappointment, a 
lot of anger,” Villatoro said. 

He joined Iraq Veterans Against the War 
when he returned, and his belief that the U.S. 
should not have become involved in the first 
place has only intensified with recent events. 

“This whole situation brings a lot of anger 
and disappoint- 
ment because I 
don’t want to feel 
like the sacrifice 
that we made and 
the sacrifice that 
my brothers have 
made with their 
own lives was in 
vain,” Villatoro said. 
The military ful- 
filled its duty in Iraq, Villatoro believes, but 
the U.S. administration failed to ensure that 
there was a balance of government between 
Sunnis and Shiites when U.S. troops left the 
region, Villatoro said, which he believes has 
led to the recent insurgency 

“I think as Iraq war veterans, we did our 


part,” Villatoro said. “We accomplished our 
mission, but our leaders in Washington have 
failed their part.” 

Similarly he believes that any peacemaking 
in the future should not involve the military 

“I think military action should always be a 
last resort,” Villatoro said. “What we need is 
diplomacy in action.” 

Graham Harding, 35, of McHenry, served 
in the 1244th Transportation Company in the 
Illinois National Guard and was deployed to 
Iraq shortly before the U.S. started to pull out. 
His unit delivered vehicles, ammunition, food 
and other supplies out of Kuwait and through 
Iraq, while “trying not to get blown up at the 
same time,” he said. Sometimes that included 
driving for 40 hours without sleep. 

He felt privileged and proud that he was 
able to serve the country that granted him 
citizenship while he was in training. He felt he 
was fighting against al-Qaida terrorists while 
he served in Iraq, but he hopes that the U.S. 
does not get involved again at this point. 

“I’d like them to try to take care of things 
themselves with their own military,” Harding 
said. 

Macias takes comfort in the fact that the 
military was able to help civilians while he was 
there, building bases for local troops, provid- 
ing construction jobs for locals, creating wa- 
ter wells, providing security and teaching the 
local military how to fight. He is disappointed 
that there is another military situation there, 
but is open to U.S. intervening again. 

“I understand why people don’t want us 
there,” Macias said, “but if we could help, why 
wouldn’t it be good to help others?”

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Supreme Court rules 
against gun ‘straw buyers’ 


WASHINGTON The Supreme Court handed a 
victory to gun control advocates Monday by 
upholding the conviction of a former police 
officer from Virginia who lied when he stated 
he was buying a handgun for himself when it 
actually was for a relative. 

In a 5-4 ruling focused on the role of what is 
known as a “straw buyer” for a gun, the court 
upheld Bruce Abramski’s conviction for mak- 
ing a false statement when he bought the gun. 
He had filled out a form, required under fed- 
eral law, saying he was the prospective owner, 
when the gun was intended for his uncle. 

The court was split along ideological 
lines, with the liberal wing in the majority 
with swing vote Justice Anthony Kennedy 
The dissenting justices said the federal law 
in question makes no distinction between 
people who purchased guns for themselves

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Directors serve up 
fresh brand of comedy

Channing Tatum simply couldn’t come up 
with enough curse words fast enough, so Jo- 
nah Hill stepped into the vulgarity breach. 

The actors were improvising a scene about 
improvisation in October, as the “21 Jump 
Street” veterans were graduating from the last 
film’s high school setting into college for the 
coming “22 Jump Street.” 

As part of their detective work. Officers 
Jenko (Tatum) and Schmidt (Hill) were in- 
vestigating a campus comedy club. Schmidt, 
in his attempt to woo the friend of a drug 
overdose victim, already had performed one 
of the worst slam poems on record (one line: 
“Jesus cried. ‘Runaway Bride.’ ”). Now it was 
Jenko’s turn to try to understand why an im- 
prov comedy team didn’t just write out their 
jokes ahead of time. 

“This is the dumbest scene we have ever 
done on this movie,” Hill said while the pro- 
duction took a brief break. Added Tatum: 
‘And we have done some really stupid stuff” 

Only a few snippets of the sequence would 
make it into the finished film, but the scene 
was illustrative of how directors Phil Lord 
and Chris Miller like to work: Almost every- 
thing that happened that day on the “22 Jump 
Street” set was made up on the spot, and yet it 
stitched together almost seamlessly 

Lord and Miller met as Dartmouth College 
students, when Miller accidentally set Lord’s 
girlfriend’s hair on fire (both also worked on 
the college newspaper). Several years ago, the 
two were having a get-to-know-you meal with 
Mads Nipper, then the chief marketing offi- 


cer of Lego. 

The filmmakers were at breakfast to talk 
about “The Lego Movie,” but before the 
conversation turned to business. Lord and 
Miller stacked their omelets on top of their 
pancakes, dousing the whole “omfle,” as they 
called it, with maple syrup. 

When a skeptical Nipper tried a bite, he 
pronounced it delicious and the meeting was 
off with a bang. 

“It’s an example of something they did that 
was at first perceived to be weird but then it 
turned out to be genius,” said Dan Lin, a pro- 
ducer of “The Lego Movie.” “They are both 
highly creative guys who think and work in 
unconventional ways.” 

Yes, “The Lego Movie” (worldwide gross: 
$462 million) and “21 Jump Street” (world- 
wide gross: $201 million) were highly profit- 
able. But they also drew almost shockingly 
positive reviews: “The Lego Movie” attracted 
positive notices almost exactly commen- 
surate with the best picture Oscar winner 
“12 Years a Slave,” and everyone who had 
modest expectations for how they would 
adapt Johnny Depp’s corny 1980s TV series 
“21 Jump Street” into a feature had to be more 
than satisfied with the resulting movie. 

“I wish we were smart enough that every 
time we had an idea for a script that it was 
great right off the bat,” Lord said after film- 
ing wrapped on “22 Jump Street.” “But I don’t 
know that we’re that great. Everything we’ve 
ever done— the first draft of things have been 
not very good— we keep working at them and 
then we’re open to new things.”

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Ingenuity (and begging) 
got The Signal’ made

Strenuous spoiler avoidance has been main- 
tained in most stories about “The Signal” 
since its premiere to ecstatic praise at the 
Sundance Film Festival in January: Even de- 
scriptions of the movie’s genre and tone are 
less than straightforward. 

“The Signal,” which opened wide on 
Friday, starts off as the kind of minutely 
observed relationship road movie so of- 
ten encountered at America’s pre-eminent 
showcase for independent film. But halfway 
through the first act, it veers into found- 
footage horror territory before taking a 
sharp left into clammy sci-fi conspiracy. The 
film culminates in a frenzy of computer-gen- 
erated pyrotechnics that wouldn’t be out of 
place in Michael Bay’s oeuvre. 

“I wasn’t planning to cross genres and didn’t 
even know the term ‘genre-bending’ existed 
when I started out,” co-writer and director 
William Eubank said with a wide grin. “I just 


wanted to do something honest, real.” 

To make “The Signal,” Eubank borrowed 
digital video cameras from his longtime for- 
mer employer Panavision and literally begged 
Legacy Effects, the animatronics and special 
effects studio for such mega-budget block- 
busters as ‘Avatar” and “Iron Man,” to create 
high-tech props for a bargain-basement price. 

And he horse-traded with “Transcendence” 
director Wally Pfister— specifically, swapping 
shooting days at an Albuquerque movie stu- 
dio that “The Signal” had booked in exchange 
for the use of high-tech production equip- 
ment from Piaster’s $ioo -million film. 

Eubank personally persuaded Laurence 
Fishburne to sign onto a marquee part despite 
lacking any kind of Hollywood track record 
to suggest his sophomore movie effort would 
be worth the actor’s risk. 

“Man, I don’t know who you are or anything 
about you. But they sent me your script and I 
couldn’t stop turning the pages,” Eubank re- 


called Fishburne telling him. “I want to do it.” 

Now, at a time when festival-anointed di- 
rectors have been hired for mega-budget 
reboots— including Gareth Edwards for 
“Godzilla” and Colin Trevorrow for “Jurassic 
Park” — many wonder if Eubank will parlay his 
indie bona fides into full-blown Hollywood 
player-dom. 

“If I got an opportunity to do a big film 
right now. I’d be eaten alive,” Eubank admit- 
ted. “Yeah, I’ve proven I can do a $4 million 
film. I can make things visual. But I don’t 


want the ‘directing by committee’ to neces- 
sarily happen.” 

And he’s got enough of his own ideas to 
keep him busy while he decides whether to 
follow the blockbuster path. 

“I have so many characters inside my head. 
I’m kinda worried I won’t get them all out 
before I die,” Eubank said. “They have to 
come to life! When they do, there is no bet- 
ter feeling than hearing people laugh or gasp 
at the things you have invented. That is the 
ultimate rush.”

And so when you throw 
interesting people into an interesting situa- 
tion, out of that can come great moments. 

But there’s always going to be some 
manipulation, right? 

PL: In scripted, there’s a narrative, there’s a 
plot. In “Top Chef,” we do all of the things, 
or try to, that Phil’s talking about. But the 
narrative comes after. You have to look for 


a natural narrative in the behavior that you 
tape and find. 

On all of your shows, you’re giving ordinary 
viewers, people who are watching at home, 
a chance to see things and experience 
things they would normally never get a 
chance to experience. 

RuPaul: I beg to differ! I think, at its core, 
what happens is the audience gets to see 
someone break through that wall, that wall 
that we all have and that the audience has. 
Y)u know, watching the crucifixion and 
resurrection of someone, everybody loves a 
comeback. So, in the course of all of these 
shows, you get to root for someone who 
has possibly your own goals in life, or you 
relate to them because they’re trying their 
best. And then when you see them break 
through, and they get it, they get it! You 
go, yes, yes! Because you understand it on a 
human level. You understand, because that’s 
your story too. And that’s what we do on 
these shows, that’s what reality shows are. 
We tell the audience’s story, not specifically, 
but at its core. 

PK: Which is when it becomes inspiring, and 
I think that’s what we hear so much from 
people, where the viewers are saying, that’s 
me, that’s my uncle, those are my parents. 
And so when I hear from viewers that they’re 
inspired to take that once-in-a-lifetime trip, 
you know, people will send me photographs 
from our locations. 

RuPaul: Are they nude photographs? 

PK: Sometimes. It’s funny you should say 
that. Yeah, a nude bungee-jumping shot I just 
got the other day with way too much dingle- 
dangle.
